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ABSTRACT : PURPOSE; To adjust the color, viscosity and properties of paint immediately before 

supplying the paint to a painting gun by controlling the discharge amount of each pump 
corresponding to a predetemnined paint mixing ratio, a solvent mixing ratio and the signal 
from a temp, sensor in a mixing ratio overall control means. 

CONSTITUTION: Paint cushion tanks 41-43 each having capacity 0.3-3 times the 
discharge amount of paint and opened to the atmosphere are provided on the way of the 
pipings from paint tanks 1 1 -1 3 to a mixing means 68. Further, solvent cushion tianks 44, 
45 having capacity 0.5-3 times the discharge amount of the solvent and opened to the 
atmosphere are provided on the way of the pipings from the solvent tanks 44, 45 to the 
mixing means 68. Furthemiore, paints and solvents are supplied to the mixing means from 
the respective cushion tanks 41 -45 by self-suction type gear pumps 51 -55. The discharge 
amounts of the respective pumps are controlled according to predetermined paint mixing 
ratios, predetenmined solvent mixing ratio and the signal from a temp, sensor 63 by a 
mixing ratio overall control means 62. 
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
